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ED CARNEGIE

It was a living: apparently to the 
naked eye he ate three wriggling 
goldfish during each floor show. 

He claims to have gobbled up 1,000 
of the little dears at a cost of ten 
cents apiece. 

He looked like a second edition of 
Sterling Halloway of the movies and 
seemed to have no indigestion wor- 
ries. 

Yes, during the early 40’s Ed 
Carnegie was in show business. 

Today, he works in Wardrobe, 
where he has been since the day 
Disneyland first opened. 

Born in Portage, Wisconsin, Ed 
and his family moved to California 
in 1917. “Our neighbors said we 
would never make it,” recalls Ed. 
“Our 1917 Ford followed old wagon 
ruts most of the way.” 

It was in California where Ed re- 
ceived his introduction to show busi- 
ness. At that time country stores 
were sponsoring amateur contests. 
The Charleston was the dance and 
Ed was the winner. 

Soon after, Ed studied dancing, 
which was soon to become his liveli- 
hood. In 1925, near the end of the 
“beautiful show business,” Ed en- 
tered “smalltime,” vaudeville. 

As a hoofer, Ed fondly remembers 


his derby hat, pearl-gray suit, spats 


and his cane, the distinctive ward- 


robe of his profession. 

Ed then started down the road to 
the “bigtime,” stage comedies. He 
appeared in about ten comedies, in- 
cluding Sonny, Hit the Deck, and 
Girl Crazy, and also appeared with 
Fannie Brice in the Music Box revue. 

It was while Ed was appearing in 
the Mallard Show in 1936 that he 
met his future wife, Sally Ray. Sally 
had been the double for Maureen 
O’Sullivan in the Tarzan movies and 
also appeared in George White’s 
Scandals. They were married that 
same year. 

The two got together, rehearsed 
for two days and got their first job. 
Sally had been a ballet dancer and 
singer, and Ed a dancer and come- 
dian. Soon they began working night 
clubs and hotels under their stage 
name of Barbee and Gray. 

The act consisted of legitimate 
dancing and comedy, mind reading 
stunts, and Ed's ever-famous gold- 
fish eating stunt. 

“Actually,” Ed confesses, “the 
goldfish were carrots carved to look

like fish. I would always leave a real 
fish in the bowl in case someone ques- 
tioned the stunt.” 

After World War II, Ed received a 
contract at Paramount studios where 
he was a dancer and director. He 
left his job at Paramount in 1955, 
because, that year, he only made 
$500, and that was for working one 
day. | 

After 33 years in show business, 
Ed and Sally moved from Hollywood 
into a trailer in Anaheim, where he 
got his job at Disneyland in the 
Wardrobe Department, and Sally 
worked as a ticket seller in Frontier- 
land. 

In 1960, while on a trip to Yuma, 
Arizona, Ed lost Sally in an auto 
accident in Palm Springs. 

According to Ed, he is in the “clos- 
est thing to show business,” the Dis- 
neyland Wardrobe Department. Ed 
is still in the “bigtime,” for as Ed

BACKSTAGE NEW TOMORROWLAND 


GE’s VIP Lounge has a TV set with four 


channels. Each channel corresponds to one 


of the shows in the Carousel of Progress. 


On July 2 we dedicated the $23 
million new Tomorrowland with one 
of the largest opening celebrations 
in the Park’s twelve-year history. As 
visiting VIP’s wandered through the 
new land enjoying all the unique at- 
tractions, the unsung heroes of this 
successful opening, the employees 
breathed a heavy sigh of relief, for 
this was the culmination of months 
of hard work. All that remained were 
minor technical improvements. 

Adding a new attraction or a new 
land is a group effort by the entire 
Disney team. WED Enterprises, Inc., 
the Disney architectural, engineer- 
ing, research, and development firm, 
is the creative center where new 
ideas are born, engineered and test- 
ed. The Studio supplies approval, 
MAPO fabricates the show elements, 
and Disneyland is the proving ground 
where new ideas become reality. 
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The Bell lounge also includes a kitchen, located in the 


alcove to the right rear. 


Now let’s take a look at backstage 
Tomorrowland and see how many 
skills and new technology have con- 
tributed to our newest show. 


CAROUSEL OF PROGRESS 

Presented by General Electric, the 
Carousel is the largest attraction in 
the new Tomorrowland. Below its six 
‘“‘Audio-Animatronic”’ stages is a 
large room containing panels of con- 
trols which coordinate the 32 figures 
above. Here, soundmen Jim Becker 
and George Short watch four mon- 
itor screens and four 35mm sound 
tapes. These tapes handle all music, 
inside and outside the pavilion. 

Progress City keeps our mainte- 
nance crews busy. There are more 
than 3,000 tiny light bulbs in the fu- 
ture city, and the light level can be 
individually adjusted in each model 
building. 


The Carousel theatre is driven by 
six 20-horsepower D.C. motors. A 
special memory circuit tells it when 
to start, stop and how far or fast it 
must go. 


THE PEOPLE MOVER 

According to electrician Walt 
Huehnken, the PeopleMover has 62 
trains with four cars per train. Walt 
feels the most unique part of the 
WED designed system is the turn- 
table which moves at the same rate 
as the cars. Meters are used to check 
their speed and keep them in sync. A 
diesel generator starts the 517 mo- 
tors in the PeopleMover track. After 
the trains are moving the motors are 
switched to direct current. The track 
reaches a height of almost 40 feet. 
Sponsored by Goodyear.

AMERICA THE BEAUTIFUL 

The new Bell System exhibit fea- 
tures a new pre-show, 1,000 capacity 
theatre, and an all new film. The 
Circle-Vision adventure was record- 
ed on 35mm instead of 16mm film 
which produces more detail and clar- 
ity. Nine large grey screens replaced 
the original eleven. The film also con- 
tains twelve sound tracks for a total 
stereo effect. 

Lew Thomas and Rex Kinsey, who 
operate the nine theatre projectors, 
explained the new, simplified projec- 
tion operation. “The film operates in 
a continuous loop,” says Rex. “After 
leaving the projector, it weaves back 
and forth in a large cabinet, auto-

matically stops at the end of the show 
and repeats.” If one of the films 
should break, a special Studio-de- 
signed portable splicer is rolled to 
the errant projector. Hosted by the 
Bell System. 


FLIGHT TO THE MOON 

Because the Moon Ride is not com- 
pleted, little information is avail- 
able. The pre-show Mission Control 
will feature an “Audio-Animatronic”’ 
director and an eight-man crew with 
more than 5,000 lights on the con- 
trol center panels. The main Control 
Room and largest sound room in the 
Park is located beneath the Moon 
Ride building. The PeopleMover, 


Monsanto’s Adventure Thru Inner 
Space, Rocket Jets and Flight To The 
Moon attractions sound tracks are 
projected from this room. Monsanto 
alone has 72 separate tape tracks. 
All of these attractions can commu- 
nicate with the center via direct 
intercom systems. In event of an 
emergency, the center can contact 
each car in Monsanto and on the 
PeopleMover. The walls of the base- 
ment are lined with 72 five-foot high 
CO, tanks which are capable of com- 
pletely freezing the room in case of 
fire. Flight to the Moon is sponsored 
by McDonnell Douglas.

BACKSTAGE NEW TOMORROWLAND 


TOMORROWLAND TERRACE 

Entirely designed by our own per- 
sonnel from kitchen to crowd control, 
the Terrace is furnished with the 
most modern cooking and dining fa- 
cilities available. Ron Alba and Pat 
Coleman work the Broil-O-Mation 
which broils 1,500 hamburgers and 
the same number of buns each hour. 
Employees also fry more than a ton 
and a half of french fries and roast 
a half mile of hot dogs every day. 


LANDSCAPING 

Our landscaping crew worked 
around the clock two weeks prior to 
the dedication. In ten days they 
planted more than 38,000 flowers and 
shrubs, including the multi-trunked 
Reclinata Palm. Next to the Carousel 
of Progress, according to' Leo Long, 
the nineteen-trunked palm is the 
largest in Southern California and 
cost as much to move from its origi- 


nal home in Santa Barbara as its 
purchase price. 


TOMORROWLAND TUNNEL 

Buried beneath the new land is a 
supply tunnel which runs from the 
rear of the Carousel of Progress al- 
most to the base of the Matterhorn. 
Food purveyors deliver to the Ter- 
race and trash is removed via this 
pipelined tunnel. Dressing rooms, 
break areas and storage rooms are 
also located here. 


WARDROBE 

“Selecting the wardrobe for the 
new Tomorrowland was an interest- 
ing and colorful task,” says Lella 
Easton. “We have nine new clothing 
styles in Tomorrowland fashioned in 
the latest clothing designs and fab- 
rics. Wear and durability were also 
key factors in our decision,” Lella 
maintains.

JANITORIAL 

Keeping the new land spotless is 
the challenge accepted by the Jani- 
torial Department. Since most of 
Tomorrowland is painted in white or 
light pastel colors and the pavilion 
floors are covered with acres of car- 
peting, more “policing”’ is necessary 
to maintain a fresh appearance. 
Chuck Boyajian estimates the new 
land requires almost 80 percent more 
manpower. Perhaps one of the most 
unique problems is the cleaning of 
the PeopleMover. Each of the 250 
cars must be cleaned while they are 
moving. 


GENERAL 

The vital lifelines of Tomorrow- 
land which make the “show” possible 
are buried beneath tons of earth and 
concrete. Joe Bowman and Otis 


Swanson, of Construction, estimate 
more than 45 miles of electric, 75 
miles of plumbing which carry five 
kinds of water, and 1,500 tons of air 
conditioning were used in the initial 
construction. At one point near the 
locker rooms there are 17 layers of 
electrical and water pipes. 


FUTURE 

Sometime early this fall the 
Tomorrowland entrance will acquire 
an added attraction, sparkling water 
fountains. Highlighting the foun- 
tains and the abstract aluminum fa- 
cade will be special multi-colored 
lighting effects. 

This, then is part of the story of 
Backstage Tomorrowland. Due to 
lack of space we have left out some 
of the other departments who con- 
tributed so much. 


PIRATES...

As guests who brave the dreaded 
lair of the infamous Pirates of the 
Caribbean are introduced to the 
salty ways of these buccaneers on 
their cruise, those who brave the 
backstage areas of this attraction 
are initiated into a very different 
atmosphere (although the language 
can get salty here too). 

It might be your impression that 
an adventure as complex as Pirates 
would need a tremendous “behind 
the scenes,” support facility filled 
with fantastically complicated fur- 
nishings. It does. Let’s take a tour 
into this subterranean world inhab- 
ited by pumps, generators, compres- 
sors, filters, and many, many stairs. 

Water...in case you hadn’t no- 
ticed, there are a few gallons of 
water which circulate throughout 
Pirates — some 950,000, give or take 
one pail or two. And it makes one 
pale to consider the pumps which 
force this water from the basement 
to the ground floor (2 levels above) 
at a rate of 18,000 gallons per min- 
ute. The water courses everywhere: 
in the channel where the boats pro- 
ceed; down the “rapids” which con- 
nect the third, second, and first floors 
of the attraction; through a filter 
which removes impediments and oil; 
and a chiller which cools the water ; 
and, occasionally dripping off the 


faces, arms, and hands of our hardy | 


adventurers. There are even 950 gal- 
lons a minute which pour down the 
up-ramp to accentuate the “climbing 
waterfall” effect. The water level is 
maintained at about two feet and it 
is quite a feat, too. 
“Audio-Animatronics”...The 64 
human; 119 in all figures plus one 
hundred and ten sound tracks for 
Pirates of the Caribbean are con- 
trolled from a sound room in the ex- 
hibit. This is the nerve center of the 
attraction and is misnamed, for there 
is almost a complete absence of 
sound. Only the staccato beat of muf- 
fled clicks as relays and other elec- 
tronic gear performing their 
appointed tasks greet the visitor. 
The room is not only quiet but cool, 
for the transistorized equipment 
cannot be allowed to overheat. 
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These large pumps supply the force to lift water from the basement to the top level.

A strange and disturbing lan- 
guage has been developed by the 
technicians who run this equipment. 
Your reporter knew they were speak- 
ing English, but the words seemed 
foreign somehow. Phrases like ana- 
log, command, accuator, cam func- 
tion rolled off their tongues and my 
back with equal ease. They then ac- 
cused your reporter of being a “per- 
fect idiot? but since I had seen the 
Golden Horseshoe Show, I left. 

Miscellaneous... Backstage Pi- 
rates also has many other distinctive 
features. These include an auxiliary 
channel where boats which are not 
functioning properly may be stored, 
examined and repaired. This channel 
also serves as the area where the 
boats are vacuumed and cleaned dur- 
ing the wee hours of the morning. 
Connected to the boat storage chan- 


nel is an elevator used to lift boats 
to ground level and out of the attrac- 
tion if major overhaul is required 
(the naval equivalent, of course, be 
lieutenant commander overhaul). 

There is also a Machinists Shop. 
Here the machinists continually re- 
pair and rehabilitate the thousands 
of mechanical functions which com- 
prise the show. There is nothing they 
can’t do. Many of those connected 
with Pirates mentioned that the ma- 
chinists are capable of anything. 

This concludes our brief tour of 
the Pirates of the Caribbean. We can 
only hope that next time you pass 
through the caverns of this exciting 
show, you will feel that you better 
understand the behind the scenes 
workings. If you do we have but one 
request, could you drop us a line and 
explain it.
